' the Work. Bur they ought to conſider 
what the Philofpher's Stone-.is in its 
own Nature, and what qualities it hath, 

and ſo comparing the qualities of their 
Matters with thequalities of the Stone,

which 1s a-Subſtance Inviſible, Spiritu- 
al, and wholly Fiery, an Erernal Light 
neareſt to God, the Life. of the Ele- 


— ments, from which the Sun and Moon, 


the radiant Stars, and whatſoever giv- 
eth forth a Luſter in the Heavens, takes 
its Original and Splendor,flying through 
the Univerſe, every where preſent, and 
moſt of all in thoſe things which ſtand 
in need- of continual Nouriſhment, in- 
dowed with innumerable Virtues. This

pure Bodies; the Knowledge whercot 
is the Sea of Wiſdom, _ which

"this Myſterious Philoſophy. This 

Light deſcenderh daily into the Ele-

which contain in themſelves a certain fer 
minal Spirit,whſch is the very Element; 
and which Spirit of every Element 1s 
ſtirred up to motion by the living Fire ; 
and if it were abſent, the Elements 
would be dead, eſpecially the Fire, it it 
were deprived of this fiery Splendor, 
which by it ſelf, and not by accident, 1s 
the true Prijaciple of Motion in all 
things; and to this the paſſive Elements 
are obedient. - But yet this Agent can» 
not act without the Elements, nor the 
Elements upon one another without it. 
For this cauſe the Elements were made, 
- by the moſt High Creator, which to- 
Fn gcthcr with their Body cantatn a cer- 
EP tain ſeminal Spirit, very powerful, 
which lieth hid as a Soul in them, out of 
which by the aCtion of the living Fire 
upon it, 'daily new ſeeds are produced. 
This hving Fire, with which the Hea- 
vens and all things are filled by the Cre- 
ator, deſcendeth through the Elements 
into the Subject, whicly 1s. called the 
Palfom of Nature, © Ele&iram inmmatu- 
rum, maznefia, the Green Dragon, Azoth 
Vitreas, the Fire of Nature, the Uni- 
verſal Seed, the Salt of the Earth, out 
of which all Bodies which conſiſt of the 
a as To ok Elements. 
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Elements are produced by Nature; and | 
out of this Matter, by the adminiſtra- ' 
tion of an ingenious Artiſt, 'by means 
of a Spagiric deſtruction, new forms of 
Natural'Bodies may be produced;which 
is one of the greateſt Arcayg of Secret 
Phiſophy. For in this SubjeCt Tye ſe- 


_cretly hidden all the Virtues, Proper- 


ties, and ſplendors'of Animals, Vegeta- 
bles, and Minerals, Metals, and Pre. 
cious Stones ; which by help of Y/can, 
are brought from Darkneſs to Light. 
Now I will deſcribethe Action of our, 
living Fire upon the Elements, which 
deſcendeth out of the Fire into the 
Heaverfs as an uhe Element of Fire, and 
there whatſoeyer is lucid or gliſtering, 
as the Sun, Moon and Stars, doth ſe- 
cretly derive its Original from this Iiving - 


Fire, and conſtituteth this principal E- 


lement, and gbeyeth it as a Son the Fa- 
ther, .and a Patient its Agent. And . 
from this living Fire, the Heaven hath 


 1ts chief Power of acting; andis of fo 


great conſequence, that if its Adtion 


upon the Heaven ſhould ceaſe for one 


moment of rime, whole Nature would 
be ruined. For the Sun, Moon and 


Stars would loſe their aCtive and influ- 


ential 


ential Virtue, the Elements would not 
move, and nothing for ever would have 
any AQtion ; which would be a great 
- miſchief to the Earth, and extreamly 
hurtful to all Mixts. For the Power and 
Virtue of this living Fire is ſo great, that 
if that were abſent,the Elements would 
be dead, eſpecially the Heaven, an E- 
lement which moſt of all ſtands in need 
of this Light. Having paſſed through 
the Heaven, it comes into the Air, that 
oreat and moſt thin Element, and infi- 
 Nuaterh it ſelf moſt intimately into it. 
Tn this Element the Virtue of this Fire 
doth chiefly manifeſt it ſelf ; becauſe in 


© it is in{piſſated, and conſtituterh the vi- 
I tal Air ; which Air1s then agreeable to 
the Creatures, for ſuſtaining of life. For 

this _ Fire {imply is not convenient 


for the Creatures, nor yet the ſimple 
Air ; but Fire congealed with the moſt 
Pure part of the Air, and Air impreg- 
/nated with the Caleſtial living - Fire; 
and ſo they conftitate vital Airs, which 
_— living Creature receiveth for the 
conſervation of its life, This living 
Fire needeth the Soul of the Elements, 
cbiefly of the Air, which itt makes uſe 
of tor aYehiclethat thereby it may-more 
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eaſily enter irito the other Elements,that 


' is to ſay-the Water, a ſubtile and thiakve 


Element, in which it is yet more inſpif- 
fated, and taketh a more groſs Body of 
which it ſtandeth 1n need for irrorating 
of all Terreſtrial things, eſpecially 
Salts, Minerals and Stones ; all which 
need ſuch irroration ; then being Cloa» 
thed with a thick Garment, it paſſeth 
into the Earth, a dark and thi8k- Ele- 
ment, and of a very Powerful fixing 
Virtue; and there it puts on a faline 
Body, which predominates over all 
things, and contains the reft of the 
Principles, which it had received in the 
Air, Heaven and Water, that is to fay, 
Salphar and Mercury,by Virtue of which 
it becometh capable of Production. This 
Salt is the Soul of the Earth, and all 'o- 


. ther things. Therefore if the Earth 
. were deprived of this Salt, it would 


want the Power of ſprouting and bud- 
ding, which conſiſteth only in this Salt; 
of which alſo Moſes was not ignorant, 


Hying (in the ſecond Chap. of Gen.) 


And there went up 'a miit from the midale 
of the Earth, and watered the ſuperficies ' 
of the ground; which Vapour can be 
nothing elſe, bae but the ſubtile par 
T O

of this Salt, which hath ſettled it felf 
-*h the Center of the Earth, and by the 
warmth of the Corporeal Water are 
made to aſcend, and ſo do water the 
whole Superficies, 
Thus we clearly and evidently ſee, 
that this living Fire putteth on noother 
Body than that of Salt ; becauſe that 
alone is fit for Generation, And ſo the 
Balſam of Nature is generated by the 
action of the Fire upon the Elements. 
Naw I will ſpeak but a very little of 
the fixed living Fire, which is hidden 
in the Earth or Center of the World, 
=  andtherchath taken up its moſt fixed 
BB Habitation ; and by many Philoſophers 
SW is called the Corporal Water ; butir 
_ may better be called the Fire of Bodles, 
To know this. is the moſt ſecret My- . 
ſtery in all our Philoſophy. This fixt 
Fire hath a great ſympathy with the vo- 
Tatil Fire ; tor it wanteth it as an ali- 
ment, and to its Nouriſhment, which it 
= - continually attrattech out of the Wa- 
# -... terand Air,and converteth into its own 
W.- + Snbſtance; andinthis as in a Center all 
the Virtue Iyeth concentrated , which 
being ſcattered, flyeth in the Circum- 
' ference ; as may be obſerved in Man, in 
Whom 
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 whomthisFire fixed in the Centex of 


of the Heart, hath its Seat as the Yolk 
in che Egg. But its Operation is in- 
viſible and very ſecret, and yet very 


powerful, which alſo few know ; for 


it operates by its heat in all things, 
which lie .zn the Earth, and cxciteth 


' the Flux and reflux of the Sea, as the 
' Pulſe in Man is excited by the Fire 


which lieth hid in the Center of his 


| Heart. Hencealſoall the Watery and 
- . Airy Vapours, by the helpof this Fire, 


are elevated from the Earth and Seca in- 
to the Air, which Compoſe the Clouds, 
and by rarefaCtion of the Winds (being 


impregnated by the vital Spirit) fall

And thus every Searcher of Nature 
muſt acknowledge it to be true, that

# at firſt ſheweth it ſelf jn a Purple and 
Yellow colour ; but the Mercary is in- 
veſted with a Watery and Airy humi- 
dity ; and tho” the Salt appeareth not, 
- yet. its Virtue is eminent in this Liquor. + 
For it is wholly Saline, and by an caſte - 
Fire is coagulated into a permanent 
_ Earth, which reprefenteth Salf.. And

but others of a more ſubtile Wit, that

of the Glorious Stone; which Opinions 
the ſincere Seacher of Nature ought 


_ ._toleavefree te their Authors 2 and let 


him know by the Light of Nature 
and Experience, that the chiefeſt Error 
of theſe Smatterers inChymiſtry is,that 
they falſly perſuade themſelves, that 
there are divers SubjeCts of this Art, 


contrary to the general Rule of the 


IPhilopſohers, -who teach clearly, that 
thereis only one Subje&, and ſay that 
that is compounded of the Four Ele- 
- ments, out of the three Principles of * 
Nature ; and {o both the four Elements, 


and the three Principles of Nature com- + 


. poſe their Stone, by which they delude 
theſe fooliſh Chimical Novices. For 
they ſay,rhe Stone is made of one thing, 
or7two, of three, and of four; By 
which contradiCtions, they declare to 
the Sons of Art, and Pious Forever

immediately this thing which coms 
th the Stone 1s but one; which is

matter bo common, yet it isnot known 
fo theſe Novices in Chymiſtry, "who 
feek it among Animals, Vegetables, 
and partly Minerals ; but they know 
not that in theſg it is already de- 
termirfed ; among the Minerals, the 
chief ate Antimony, Vulgar Mercury, 
and Vitriel. To Azstimony-indeed there 
15 found a Mercury, but roo much coa« 
gulated ; and allo a S»/phar, but too 
combuſtible. . In Yitriol there isallo a 
Mercurial Nature, but-too acid, and 
hath no incombuſltible Sulphurous Salt: 
In Mercury and other Minerals, there 
is found a uſeleſs proportion both-of 
Sulphur and Mercury, of which the; 
greateſt part-is in _ wholly Yolarit, - 
| a 
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. or wholly Combuſtible,: and ſo is nat 
fit for this Art, but our only Mer, > 
cloſed inan Earchly Subſtance, out 
which may be plentifully drawn the 
Philoſophers Aqua Permenens, whoſe 
Virtues are alſo powerful as well in Art 
as in Medicine, and in no ſort Ve- 
 Nemous, but it 15 the chief Purger of 
Humane Bodies, by Urine and Sweat ; 
. the higheſt Medicine for the Venerial 
| Dileaſe, Cancers, Leproſy, Fiſtula's, 
and other incurable Diſeaſes. And its 
' Virtue is greatin a Quartave, the Drop- 
{y, Stone, Gout; it moſt powerfully 
reſifteth all Poyſon and Philters. But 


of what kind this Matter Om 


is indowed with ſuch Virtue, and out 
of which: is plentifully drawn the Fa-. 
mous Phileſophical Mercer, I have ſuf- 
ficiently demonſtrated inthe preceding 
Chapter,and herein will farther demon- 
ſtrate; which is not-properly Mineral 
ncr Vegitable or Animal ; yer a Metal- 
line Salphur, Salt and Mercary, are toge- 
*ther purely and plentifully in it, which 
is obvious toevery one, and lieth hidden 
in every thing, but eſpecially in the þ 
Earth,thereceptacle of all the influences, 
ia which alſo the Virtues of the Sun, 
Mcon, 
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ooh and Stars are found Corporally: 
his the Artiſt ought to take where it 


is moſt near and moſt pure, in form of _ 


a Trine-ſalt, which elſewhere I called 
the Salt of Szatar». . Out of this Salt 
groweth Gold, and all other things in 
the whole Mineral Kingdom ; and in- 
to it they may be reſolved again. And 
as in Gold lieth hidden a bright and dia- 
phanous S»/pur : So alſo in our Se/ur- 
nine Minera, there is a Caleſtial Solar 
Fiery, Diaphanous red and {weet S/- 
phar. For wherc' there is glittering 
Brightneſs, there is light; where 
is. Light, there is Heat ; where jis Heat 
there is Life and very powerful aCtion; 
and whichis a great matter, in it reign- 


. the Elements animated with a living 


Fire, which is a; Caleſtial vivifying, 
fertil and greening Spirit ; the Light, 
Force and Life of all things. And als 


- though the Ccaoleſtial Sun doth much 


help the the production of Sublunary 
Creatures, yet without this Internal | 
un nothing can be generated ; which 
alſo the Philoſophers knew. There- 
fore all other Concretes are rejeGted,. 
as alſo Salts; except 6ne which is the 
Salt of Wiſdom, Power” and Strength, 

Noe 0 & - and 
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and the Mother of the other Salr 
namely our Central Saturnine Salt, a Sul 
phurous and Mercurial Salt ; whoſe 
Heart and Blood doth eaſily diſſolve e- 
very Meral, and coagulate Mercury. 
The Fire as Sol and Lens, tho' rhey 
appear not to ſight, yetthey are power- 
fully in the inward parts of. our matter, 
& it poſſeſſeth the ſeminal Virtue of all 
things ; ſo alſo that unleſs what is hid- 
. den in it be made manifeſt, they will 
-Not appear ; which is done only by re- 
duction and purification of the Matter, 
that the Feces (which be Clouded over 
Sol and Luna) may be throughly purg- 
ed away, and the Matter may firſt 
grow White asa Diamond, andabe as 
' fulgent as a Ruby, rthen'they appear 
to ſight- - Which reduQtion muft be 
made with a certain contrary Liquor ; 
for So] and Laxa, which are ſeeretly in 
our Matter, and rule powerfully in it, 
are not reduced fo as to appear to ſight, 
unleſs this reduftion is made by a con- 
trary, Which is. a Menſtrum or moſt 
{ubrile Vapour, penetrating and 
reſolving, containing. in it Air,- 
Fire, and Water, and deparatin { 
the pure from the impure, and yer fill +3 
| extracted 
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ducing, manifeſting, and mulriplying 
TinEtures; and therefore it is called 


the Secret Fire of Nature, which alone. 


exciteth and perfecterh TinEures. But 
yet we mnſt not therefore ſuppole that 
the SubjeCt is red pr any other colour, 
but it is white and red. only in Poteztia; 
becauſe this Nature of redncis lieth ſe- 
cretly hidden inthe Belly of the Air of 
opr Matter, not ſhewing its TinCQture 
viſibly, aſe if ar be pur into the Fire, 
it cannot, manifelt a fixed Tintture, un- 
leſs it be firſt reduced by an ingen'aus 
Artiſt, ſo that the Watcry and Earthy

Which S#/pher is called 
the Philoſophers ſecret Fire, the living 
Fire, and the luminous paxt,&c. There- 
fore if any one in the Anatomy of our 
Matter ſee a certain ſhining, ſubtile, 
clear Subſtance, full of a fiery ſhining 
redneſs like a Ruby, and full of active 
Virtue, he may be certain thathe hath 
{cen our Se/phur, and the ſecret Fire of 
the Philoſophers. Mercury is the Acreal 


Ms and unftuous humidity of our Matter, 


and the inſeparable Companion of 
. Sulphur, andis as a Menſtruum'to it, 
cheriſhing and nouriſhing it, and a me-

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which Sulpher is very bitter and acid, 
in which bitterneſs there is a certain 
fiery ſubſtance corrupting the inward 
parts of the Salt, and which being cor- 
rupted, immediately it receiveth a new 
form, and that a livin2 one, which is 
a great vecret. v 

Thele Principles are alſo very much 
defiled with heterogeneous PFeces 
which an Artiſt ought to know. Sul- 
phar in the firſt place, aboundeth with 
deſtruQtive and conſuming PFeces : But 
the Mercury with watery and cold Sub- 
ſtarſces, contrary to life ; and 1n Salt 
there* are cauſtick, viſcous and bitter 
Salts; all which muſt be ſeparated,and if 
not, they occaſion damage and unlucky 
ſucceſs to the Work. | 

This one Minera is of cafie fulion, 
ſo asit can catch Mercury upon the fire 
before his flight; which if it be circula- 
ted by the Philoſophers Wheel, ſo thar 
thoſe parts which hinder ſpeedy fuſion 
be ſeparated, and the Elements firmly 
coagulated, it becomes of more eaſe fu- 
fion than it was before ; which fuſion 
dependeth upon the Saline and Salphu; 
rous Spirituality, which 1s a perietX 
and concentrated Light, penetrating

The Spagyrical Art by Diſtillation 
and Separation, affords us two Su/- 
phars our of one Minexa of a Saturnine

culating their Elements were made one, 
which Su/phurs are of the Nature of 
Salt produced by Nature out of the 
' Moſt pure Soul of the Elements.. Be-

| Priſon, diſabled to exert its force, un- 
leſs by its aſſociate it be ſet at liberty 
from its Fetters, {o that it may come 
. out together with his Companion. This 
deliverance confiſteth in ſolution,which 
Is very difficult ; for this Sw/phur which 
we allo call the Stons, is bath moſt hard 
and moſt ſoft in its Nature, and there- 
| fore it is noteafily diſſolved, except in 
15ownLiquor,that is his Companion,ia 
which it is moſt ſoft ; fo that it can be 
ſet at liberty only by this aery Compa- 
nion, which otherwiſe could not be de- - 
-livered, neither by Fire nor Water; 
which isaSecret known to few.,of which 
I will ſpeak more particularly hercafter. 
This fixt Sulphur is very powerful, and 
ſuſtaineth | 
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ſuſtaineth every thing that operateth in 
Nature, but as ſoon as it is. ſet free, it 
ceaſeth from its labour, if together. 
with its Companion it be carried aloft, 
and in the top of the Veſſel, where if 
they are detained, they conſtitute a  * 
certain Subſtance bright as L«xa, called 
Diana y x« this time I ſay, it receiveth 
the power of Tranſmuting. 

Since the Stone is of the Subſtance of 
Salt, it reſolveth it {elf ia any Liquor ; 
but the Salt, out of which it is prepa- 
red, is of moſt profound reſearch, and 
differeth much from other Salts ; for it 
is fluid in the fire, and values not its 
Martyrdom at all; and loſeth nothing 
of its Virtue therein, though it be kepr

its Excrements ; therefore this *

Fire are ſufficient to burn Laton, and 
yet this burning is done with a gentle «« -

| be deſtroyed, becauſe our Mercar; be- 
ing tender and full of Fire, carmot bear 
a vehement Fire, which would make it 
fly away from our hard and unattenua- 
ted Gold, 'and the Gold would remain 
undiflolved, and if it were diffolved; it

fore alfo in this Operation two Works 
are performed ; namely, a. coagulation 
of Mercary, or of the fiery Subſtance 
into a red Mineral and yiſcous Water, 
and a ſolution and converſion of Gold 
into the ſame Water ; which the Philo- ';

that is neceſſary to our Art. Tho'the 
Philoſophers ſay many things of divers 
matters, yet they mean nothing elſe 
but theſe two Sulpbars, which for the 
ſake of theSons gf Art, I will explain.

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__ eg it, it acquireth a wonderful aCtive 
Powet,. as all know who are acquainted 
with this Witer, This Operation 1s alſo 
called by che Philofophers,a deftruQtion 
of the Compound ; which deſtruction 
is not to deſtroy as the Vulgar Chymiſts 
_think, who deſtroy Mixts by Corro- 

fives, but the unlocking the Bonds of 
our Compound, by which it is bound, 
which if they be unlocked, it is divided 
into parts with conſervation of thoſe 
parts which conſtituted this Elementa- 
ry Mixture; which parts ſo divided, 
are purified and delivered from Excre- 


ments and Impurities, with which they ali 
abound in their Compoſition. But >< 


Ancient Philoſophers deviſed this Di- 
Rillation and DeſtruQion, by help of 
which, the parts might be moſt highly 

purified, and exalted to ſuch a degree & 
of Purity, that thercupon a new Com- 
pound might be made, of greater Ef» 
cacy. But to bring this to paſs, the 
Artift ought to follow Nature, as all . 
Philoſophers, both: Ancient and Mo- 
-dern teach, and to extract our Mine» 
ral, out of the Boſom of Nature, where 
{he hath hidden it, and purific it moft 
ot TY | ſlubtilly, 
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Fubtilly, hind frequent.Cohobations . 
and ReduCttions. For (o it thoroughly 
' «ſheds all its Excrements, and whatſo- 
ever elſe hindereth it from its perfe&

Theſe two 
Subſtances,. that is to ſay, the Mercury 
and glorious Earth, are ſufficient to per- 
fe&t the Stone, having firlt, as we have 
faid, accompliſhed. their purifications;

were involved in obſcurity. 

The Excrements of the-fixt Body - 
are Earth and Fire, burning, viſcous, 


” . inſoluble by our Mercary; and there- 


fore they are eaſily ſeparaggd in our 
Water, and thoſe things which have 
the nature of the Body, do ecafily mix 
inviſibly with the Water, all thoſe 
things appearing which have not the 
Nature of the Body, which puddle

Filtration tillfo cuticle at all ſwim up-

ry be thus rightly prepared, it is fit to

fet the Sublimation, which cannot be 
done without pure Materials. For the 
Body admitreth not unclean Waters, 
and Water agreeth not with an unclean

For it purifieth thoſe things which be- 
fore were involved in the darkneſs of 
Excrements, and it bringeth to light 
clean things, which before were ſtain- 
ed, and affordeth tous Oyly Sulphars 
profitable only to our Work ; but not 
as the Vulgar Sophiſters do, who at-

Here perhaps the rout of vulgar Chy. 
miſts will object, not vnderſtanding- 
this Calcination, and for that reaſon 
will ſay, How can Calcination be made 

- with Water, ſeeing the fire is the only 
Inſtrument of Calcination? To this 
we anſwer, That the Philoſophick 
Calcination is not the Calcination of, 
the Vulgar, which calcineth Mixts in- 
to Aſhes, dry and deprived of all the in- 
nate fire, and fit for no work neceſſary 
to Life, as above-ſaid ; but our Calci- 
nation, calcineth the Mixt into a viſ- 
cous Humidity, abounding with fire, 
and fixt and Permanent in it;which Hu- 
midity alone Alchimy uſeth to perfe& 
her Arcay, this is made with the Pon- 
tic Water, full of Living Fire, which 
alone is capable of perfeQing this Cal- - 
cination, which defendeth Bodies from * 
the moſt violent flames of the Fire,and 
'Mixeth it {elf with their internal Fire, 
and fortificth it, which hidden Calcti- 
nation is known to few, and the true 
Knowledge of it 1s a greatSecret 1n this 
Art. Which that the fir.cere Searcher 
may more eaſily underſtand, let mw 

. : take 
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| take the hard Vegetable Body, left in 


the bottom; and take it freſh and moſt 
ſubtilly powdered, and put it in a Veſ- 
ſel well ſecured, and put that into & +* 
Furnace with an open Fire, increaſing 
the Fire by degrees, and at laſt giving 
a moſt ſtrong Fire, let him urge it ſa 
far, that the Vefſel comes plainly to a 
candent heat, fo all the Watery and

Theſe 
and the like words the Philoſophers uſe 
to deſcribe their Secrets, by which they 
delude the Ignorant, and caſt a Miſt be- 
fore the Eyes of the Vulgar Chymiſts. 
But asI have ſaid before, let all lay a- 
{ide their Opinion of our Calcination, 
who believe it is done by the Vulgar 
way ; theſe Perſons are daily deceived, 
and deceive many with themſelves ; let 
them learn firſt, before they attempt 
our Calcination, which *is of ſo great 
moment, and {o wonderful,. that in 4t 
__ Firealoneand Azoth are ſufficient, and 
We know, if they defire to know, that e- 
=W very Spirit is fixt by a Calx of its own 
kind; which if it be fixed with the 
Body, it calcineth it, and if the Artiſts, 
ſocalcine, they will- find it profitable; 
but if not, Sorrow and Sadneſs will 
.. overwhelm them, becauſe being Tg- 

norant, they dare attempt our Calci- 
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Ecauſe the Vegetable Body which 
wealſg call Mercarygis of a vile 
Nature; namely, Earthy and Watery ; 
therefore it ought to be exalted to a 
more noble and ſubtile Nature, name- 
ly Airy and Fiery, which \twoare ve- 
ry near Principles of this Mercury, as 
well according to the intention of Na- 
ture as of Art; and therefore the Vege- 
table Body muſt enter again into the 
Belly of its Mother, that by Death and 
Regeneration it may attain to ſuch 
Dignity; law which cannot be done 
but by Philolophic Corruption and Al- 
teration,, Which cauſeth our Menſtru- 
ous,Fiery and Airy Vapoursand Fumes 
(which before came out by: Diſtillation 
from the Body) to thicken by a gentle 
Digeſtion and Rotation, that this Wa- 
ter being circulated, may the better 
penetrate the Pores of our Body, and 
{o ſucceſſively alter the inward part of 
the Body, and at length truly and 
rightly regenerate it. . This Putrefa- 
tion or Alteration of this Body, con- 
liſteth in Solution of the ſame Body ia 
TB 4 1ts 
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its own Airy and Fiery Vapour, which 
can beſt by Digeſtion, alter the Body, 
and bring it to a.new Generation, And 
it isaltered whilſt it is diffolved in that 
Water, becauſe this Water is the true 
Sepulcher of the Body, in which it 
dieth and is putrified. For only this - 
Wate,rand no other,can alter, putrifie, 
diflolve, diſftil, calcine and mortifie the 
Body, until at length it is reduced into 
2 moſt ſubtile, not- terreſtial, but viſ- 
cous Alcohol, which is done not only 
by diffolving this Vegetable Body in 
its own Water, but by many other la- 
| bours and Operations ; namely, by diſ- 
ſolviog it into Water, and then again 
drying, calcining and inhumating it, 
and this again drying and calcining,and 
afcerwards diſtilling,till at length the 
Body as it were inviſibly by fo many, & 
ſuch Operations,istruly altered; the fign 
of which is a dark blackneſs, which is 
the true mortification of this. Vegetable 
Body, in its Mother of Menſtruous and - 
Vaporous Weter ; which 1s done in the 
beginning of the Work, and in the 
crude ConjunCion ofa pure Agent and 
Patient; which is a hard Herculean and 
Hazardous Work, the ' Knowledge of 


"Which Svivaehr all other Arcans of 
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the following Operations; but eſpe- 

cially of the ſecond Alteration, which 
is done with our Sublimed and Glori- 
ous Se{pher, by\ Inhumation and Imbi- 
Þition, in a Philoſophical Veſſel, with 


our permanent Mercury, of which we © 


will not now ſpeak ; but of the firſt, 
which is very laborious, and requireth 
an Ingenious Artiſt ; of which alſo 
the Ancient Philoſophers made no men- 
tionat all;which whoſoever underſtand- 
eth, very eaſily attaineth all the reſt, 
in which no Man can err, if after Di 
ſtillation and TInhumation, he prepares 
the Earth to citrinity and viſcoſity ; of. 
which Body.ſo prepared and calcined 
tOa Citrinity, take one or two pounds, 
and Powder it ſubtilly in a ſtrong Mor- 
tar,tand imbibe in the ſame Mortar 
from hour to hour, grinding it ſubtilly, 
and imbibing with our Living, Water, 
till the Matter be converted into a fat 
and ſlimy Maſs ; whence you muſt cir- 
Cculate till it be thin, and circulate a- 
gain till it be thick, ſometimes imbibing 
-and diſtilling, ſo by reiterate Works, 
this Earth will become a thin and viſcid 
'Maſs. Take this and put into a Glaſs 
Cucnrbit, which put in Ba/neo, and 
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 thexe circulate it till it be turned into 
blackiſh Aſhes, which you keep care- 
fully, and dry them in a gentle Fire, 
in aGlaſs Veſſel, Then take theſe 
Aſhes powdered, and put them into a | 
Glaſs Veſſel yery well luted, and di- 
Rill at farſt with a gentle Fire ; then 
ſomewhat ſtronger, and ſo will aſcend 
our Mercury white, yiſcous and limpid, 
which we call the Lunary Virgin Milk ; 
now increaſe the Fire, and there will 
aſcend a Gummy Liquor, red as blood, 
and tranſparent, which is the blood of 
Sol and our Earth, which is. extraQted 
from part of the Body. and Soul of our 


i” Stone, This is that Liquor permanent 
= and triumphing over all Mctals and 


Stones, the blood of the Greex Lyon, 
the Secret Fire, which muſt be extraQt- 
ed from its crudity, and exalted with 
the glorious Earth; to exalt which, 
take itpure, and pour it upon. the re- 
mainder (which is Lead already cal- 
cined from redneſs to black) and digeſt 
it upon this Lead, till it hath extracted 
its Salt, and be ſatiated with that Salt\;

This is now what I was willing to - 


ſay concerning Alteration, which alone 
containeth the hidden Secrets of Phi- 
an, ls For our Stone mult often die 
and de revived and regenerated, and at 
laſt attain to the higheſt Glory ; which 
we have at preſent ſo clearly {aid open, 
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that he muſt be of a dull Wit who doth 
not perfeQly underſtand it- 
I have written clearly, and will. yet 
write more clearly ; but it will make 
many. admire, apprehending that 1 
break the Seal of Hermes. But let 
theſe kaow, that T have written clearly 
to the Sons of Art, to whom I would 
lay open more, if it were Lawful todo. 
it publickly, but to the Myſophiloſo- 
phiſts and Sophiſters, thee will be 
meer Exigma's, and which is more,they 
will not believe there are fo great Se- 
_ crets hidden jn Nature.

Or the- Exaltation of our Body 

(which we alſo call Gold) that of 
it may be made a new Heaven and a 
new Horids it 15 neceilary that the Bo- 
dy being already made' pure, be again 
joined with a pure Soul, that ſo both 
being perfeQly united, may be exalted 
and glorified ; which glorifcation, that 
ic may be rightly pertormed, it is res 


. quiſite that the Body be made pure by 


Death and Separation, and that the 
Soul be likewiſe purified, todo which, 
the Artiſt maſt in certain quantity (but 
cautiouſly) ponr the Soul upon the Bo- 


| dy, fo that the Soul being ſo joyned 


with the Body, may carry it to Hea- 
ven ; and fo both are perfectly diveſted 
of all Excrements, and acquire a very 
high penetrating Virtue. Both mult . 
be freed from Excrements, becauſe 
this Soul (as is fuffitiently ſhewed al- 
ready) needeth many Purifications, by 
ſublimingvt, that it may be freed from 


all its Original Uncleanneſs, before 


they be united, ſo as they may become 
one thing by Glorification, For if 
they 
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they are conjoyned whilſt they are im- 

pure, they will never be united, be- 
cauſe the Original Uncleanneſs with 
which they abound, would hinder U-

Body are united by immediate Con - 
tart, and being of the ſame Nature;

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and by Union become one Body diffe-- 
rent from tbe former, in which the 


Soul and Body are exalted together. 


Andit is to be noted, That the Body 


before was groſs and foul, and the Soul

Ecauſe T have declared to all 
Lovers ofthis Science, the begin- 

ning and end of perfecting our Mercury, 
which is. the chief and longeſt part of 
our Elixir, which being had, all the _ 
reſt may be eaſily performed; Therefore 
I will ſpeak of irsPerteQtion 8& Operation 
into an Elixir; whole firſt Operation to 
accompliſh this end, is thus, Take our 
Earth very highly purified, which is our 
Gold, hollow and ipongy,and put 1t 1n- 
to a Glaſs Veſſc},and there irrorate it by 
little and little, with its own fubrile Hu- 
midity,which eaſily entereth this ſpon- 
geous Body to that by means of Circula- 
tion,the Airy and Fiery part of this ſub- 
tile Humidity. may incorporate, 2nd be 
coag,ulated, and be united together with 
the Earth. Then irrorate ag1n with 
the ſubtile Humidity, and circulate for 
E eight 
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eight days ina Veſſel very well cloſed 
(and here above all things, beware that 
you do not irrorate thisEarth bat by little 
and little, from eight days to eight days, 
ina very long trituration, ſo that the 
force of this Water may. not ſuffocate 
the Virtue of the Farth ; becauſe the 
Virtue of the Earth is weak in the be- 
g1nning of the Imbibition, which it it 

10uld be ſuffocated with abundance of 
Water, it would become an unprofita- 
ble Mais, void of 'all. Action.) But the 
; Phlegm of our fubtile Humidity may 
- bedrawn out by Alembic during the 

Circulation. So by reiterate Irrorations 
and Circulations this Earth will becotne! 
a pure Fire and Ether, and the Artiſt 
will then obtain his deſire, when the 
Farth 1s rubified by the Spirit and Soul, 
winch by Trroration and Curculation, 
have united themſelves together with 
the Earth ; which if it be diſtilled, he 
will have the Blood of the Green Lyon, 
the Siiurnal Water, which 1s the firſt 
Operation of the Mercury , 1n which 
. the Spiritual Subſtance 1s tranſmured 
from Nature to Nature by means ofthe 
Body, fo often, till together with the 
Bodv, they conflitute the permanent 
Water. 1 he 
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The ſecond and laſt Operation, is 
that of the Fixation of the permanent 
Water and the glorious Earth,of which 
the Philoſophers ſay, That it is x Coms- 
mixtion of Qualities, a Copulation of 
Complexions, a Reconjanition of things 
ſeparated, a Coequation of Principles, 4 
Diſpoſition of what is repugnant ; which 
muſt be done by a gentle Fire, cheriſhing 
the parts mixt tozether, ana put into 4 
Glaſs Veſſel, bring firſt made very pure. 
And the Internal Fire of theſe parts be- 
ing excited by a gentle External Fire, 
aoth diſſolve and deco# them, and by de- 
Cocti0n they are again by little and little 
inſpiſſated and made thicker, until at 
length they are wholly fixed, and remain 
fixt in the bottom of the Cirtulatory. Gor 
| the Earth containeti in it ſelf a Fiery 
moſt chin, dry and inſentible Fume, 
which coagulateth che voarile part, be- 
ing of its own Nature and Subſtance. 
This Fume lying hid in the Center of 
the Earth, by its Action copnverteth the. 
other volatite Elements into its own 
(namely a fixt) Nature; and then the 
Motion of theſe Elements ceaſcrh, be- 
cauſe they have attained their dcfired 
ead ; which if they be again diflvlyed 
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by the volatiles, their motion beginneth 
again, till the fixed have overcome the 
volatile. Then again motion ceaſeth, 
which if they are diſſolved again, they 

work afreſh, &c. | 
Here all Operators muſt obſerve, 
That in this Operation a two-fold Fire 
muſt be uſed, the one Internal, the o- 
ther External, which External muſt not 
over-power'the Internal ; the Internal _ 
isa dry Mercarial Etherial Near, and 
our glorious Mercury, which vivifieth, 
conlerveth and nouriſheth the Matter, 
and bringeth it to perfection ; this Fire 
is not Moved bur by an External Agent, 
which it it be {low in Operation, the 
Internal Fire lieth ſtill, and produceth 
nothing ; but it the External be too 
ſtrong, either the Veſſels break, or the 
Matter burneth ; therefore the Fire 
muit be warily applied, ſo that the 
_ Fumes, which lie hid in the Center of 
our Earth, may be moved, and then the 
Spiritual Humidity will reſolve the 
Earthly Siccity, and the Earth will be 
1mpregnatcd by the volatile, and will 
grow thick ; the lign whereof is black- 
neis. And if the Spirits of this Com- 
pound be more inſpitiated, various Co- 
| lours 
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lours will appear, and by a farther Q- 
peration, there will appear a white co- - 
jour, afterwardsa citrine, and laſtly, a 
rcd diaphanous colour; and after rcitc- 
rate Operation, the Matter will be of 
eaſie fuſion, fixed,and tinging all imper- 
fe&t Metals into pure Gold; which that 
the Artiſt may attzin, Take our glo- 
rious ſhining Earth, and fix it Philoſo- 
phically,as above we have declared, and 
put it into a fit Glaſs Veſlel, let it be 
diſſolved there in our Water again(t 
Nature, which allo is called Lunariz, 
the B/eod of the Rea Lyon, dilti'ilcd 
Spirit of Wine, Sarurnal Water, our 
glorious Mercury ; digelt the Solution 
for three weeks, then open the Velſlel, 
and joyn to it an Alembic, and diſtill by 
Fire of Ba/zeam, all infipid Phlegm that 
can be diſtilled, and when it ceaſeth, 
take away the Alembic, and ſhut the 
Veſſel ; pur ir again to circulate, then 
all the Humidity, by littie and little 
will be fixed, and will grow thick like 
mud of a blackiſh colour ; circulate 
it farther till perte& blackneſs appear, 
and by farther Qperation whiteneſs,and 
laſtly the higheſt ſhining ' redneſs ; 
which is the fiery Ruby, tinging and 
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healing the Leprous Bodies of Metals ; 
the multiplication whereof an Ingeni- 
ous Operatcr can eaſily effect, . Name- 
ly, if. he diſſolve the Stone of the firſt 
Order , complcatly finiſhed, in our 
glorious Mercury decocteth; fixeth and 
incereth ; and to he may multiply it, 
and yery highly cxalt it ; which that 
* they may accompliſh, I wiſh*ro all, by 
our Lord Jeſus Chrijl, Amen.

- Take ' therefore, 1» rhe 
Name of the Creator of Heaven and 
Earth; this Solar Golden and Ruddy 
Earth, and add to it the Water of Dew, 
which is its Wife and Mother :for this 
Farth is generated by the Dew, and: 
put it into a round Glaſs Veſlel, {5 the 
Earth will reſolve it ſelf in the Dew- 
water, and the Water will be 'impreg- 
nated with the Golden Seed of the Male. 
Then give a gentle Fire of Circula- - 
tion, {o the ſuperfluous and ſtinking 
Sweat will vaniſh out of the Veſlel, 
which being gone, if the Female begin 
to fly and follow the Sweat, cloſe the 
Glaſs firmly, and continue the Fire, fo 
the Matter, feeling the Fire,will work, 
namely the Water upon the Earth, and 
by long Operacion and Continvation of 
the External Fire, the Water will ex-_ 
traEt the Seed of the Earth and grow 
thick, and wholly, by farther continua- 
tion together with the Earth, will 
thicken into a blood-red Liquor , 
which is the firſt Fruit of the Philoſo-

ftillations, 'Then conjoyn the Salt with 
the Oyl, and digeſt this Maſs for four.

a Retort well luted, cohobating ſo of- 
ten until they are inſeparably united. 
W hich Oyl isour Mercary, which being 
decoted with the Anima of Gold, and 
fixed, giveth a great Tincture upon 
Lead.

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CHAP. IL 


T have ſufficiently, in the foregoing 

Chapter, declared the Praxes in 
general, and openly enough to be un- 
derſtood. But now I will ſpeak parti- 


. cularly of the Operations, and for the 


greater Illuſtration of the ſaid very 


clear generals, thatall who are Wor- f* 


thy and Faithful, may underſtand 
them. I know alſo, that for theſe. 
Praxes I ſhall have 'many ill- Willers 
and Reproachers, and chietly thoſe Phi- 
loſophews, who perſuade. themſelves, 
that the TinEture may be made with a 
very. little pains, in one Veſſel, ons 
Furnace, with one External Fire, and 
{o deceive, with themſelves, many 0+ 
thers. But let theſe high-nos'd Scoffers 
know, that the Philoſopher's Stone is 2 
thing of higher moment than they ima» 
gine. For it isa difficult thing, aad of 
deep ſearch to be underſtood; and of 
great labour to be accompliſhed; which 
they with me would acknowledge, if 
they apprehended the Operations of 
Nature; But to what purpoſe arema: 

words! They had rather die than quis

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'* that Doftrine which is ſo radicated in 
their Minds, by reaſon of their unluc- 
ky Interpretation of the Books of the 
Ancient Philoſophers ; but enough of 
this, now I will procecd to the Prexes,

Lthough this Prexzs at the firſt 
A fight, may ſeem ridiculous to 
many, yet it is true if it be underſtood. 
Take, 1» the Name of the Omnipotent 
God, of the beſt Mercury, which muſt 


= be Pure, Flowing and Chryftalline, 


and very Serene, which you may very 
well know, if you put it upon Silver ; 
and after Evaporation, 1t leaveth be- 
hind it a black ſpot, which is a certain 
ſign of Gold, or if you put it upon a 
ſtrong Fire, it emitteth green and red 
fumes; if it hath theſe ſigns, it is:good, 
and fit for our Work; which you muſt 
purifie by ſubliming it divers times,that 
_ atlength by a long time, it may be- 
come pure and neat, and freed from all 
Corrolive and Phlegmatick Excre- 
ments, Which take and pour upom - 


_ calcined Gold, mingling and — wr. 
Tris 
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| the Mercwry with the Gold, till both 
'* arevery well mixed ; put them upon . 
a gentle Fire, evaporate the ſuperfiuous 
Mercury from the Calx of | Gold, till 
you ſee it appear of a red colour ; then 
take it andgrind it ſubtilly in a Mortar, 
and amalgamate it with new Mercary, 
grinding without Fire (which is to be 
noted for this kind of malgamation is 
made without Fire) and when it is like 
fat Paſte, take and evaporate it again, 
rejiterating this Amalgamation with 
new Mercury, and Evaporation of the 
faid Mercury, ſo.of en till you ſee the 
Nature of this Mercury to be ſufficient- 
ly introduced into this Gold, which 
may eaſily be diſcerned. This Gold is 
Mercurialized Gold, which take and 
digeft in a Glaſs firmly cloſed for ſome 
time ; which being done, take it out, 
and to reduce it proceed thus, Take 
the Mercurialized Gold, and mix it 
with the ſubtile and ſerene Jerenry in 
' ſufficient quantity, and put the mix- 
ture into a good ſtrong Glaſs Retort, 
which cloſe well, and digeſt this ſerene 
Mercury, circulating it upon the Gold, 
& till you ſee no more to aſcend and 
deſcend; and in the bottom of the 


Vellel 
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Veſſel you will find the Gold corrupted; 
of a black colour ; which take and a- 
malgamate with new Mercury, diſtil- 
livg, cohobating and animating the 
Hercury upon the Gold, ſo often till the 
Gold is plainly reduced into a viſcid 
Water, which. is its ReduQion, and 
requireth a long time ; out of which 
reduced Gold now the Elements muſt 
be ſeparated. Here let all the Ignorant 
Sophiſters and all Chymiſts be mute, 


who endeavour to make all TinQures 


in a ſhort time without any labour. 
Theſe Idiots know not, that firſt there 
muſt be a Reduction of Gold into its 
firſt Matter ; namely, a thick ſplendid 
and viſcid Water, abounding with the 
Principles of compounded Gold. ' Se- 
condly, the ſeparation of this reduced 
Gold,and Sublimation of the ſame moſt 
fixed Gold, before any profitable Tin- 
Qture can be made. Verily an Hercu- 
lean Work,and moſt laborious | and not 
known but by thoſe who are Learned 
and Expert; which Luly and Geber, 
moſt ſubtile Doftors of _flrhimy, do 
ſufficiently ſhew ; whoſe divers ways 
of working deſcribed by them, are to 
be accounted not Sophiſtication, as the 

Jenorant 
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Tgnorant Chymic Mob perſuade them 
ſelyes ; but for the very Truth, let all 
Searchers of the Chymuc Art, read the 
Writings of the Ancient Sages, who 

* have treated ef Al/chymy, from the 
moſt Ancient Hermes to the moſt Mo- 
dern ; they will find them all full of 
various Puryfications, Reduttions, Su- 
blimations, Calcinations, and the like, 
of the pure Subſtance of Nature ; and 
alſo of the Diſtillations and Circula-

than they phancy ; to the Operation of

Fake the Gold reduced by Mercary

willgrow very hot, which heat cometh 
from the Internal Sulphurous and Mer- 
curial Fire of the C:;n»abay) then pur it 
in Balneo and Circuiase for a long time, | 
then diſtil, and: pour all the Spirit of 
Salt. which diſtileth, again upon the
